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EXPORT SUMMARY 


U.S. exports of horticultural products to offshore destinations (destinations 
other than Canada*) in December totaled $257 million, 15 percent above the 
same month a year earlier. The lowering of import barriers in several 
countries was a _ key factor in December’s export advance. The 75 percent 
increase in U.S. horticultural exports to Australia, to $6.3 million, was 
coincident with sweeping changes in Australia’s import tariff structure. 
Shipments to Mexico, which liberalized its import tariff regime in early 1988, 
were up 23 percent, due, in part, to a $600,000 increase in beer exports and 
despite a $1.4 million drop in hop exports. Movement of in-shell almonds to 
India leaped to $3.1 million from $300,000 in response to the May 1988 
liberalization of a 7-year restriction on nut imports. Apple and pear exports 
to Sweden increased 76 percent to $3.8 million as the first step in the 
elimination of Sweden’s restrictive opening date system was realized. Apple 
exports to Thailand and the Philippines also climbed dramatically to $1 
million and $0.5 million, respectively, following the lowering of import 
barriers in those countries. The October-December 1988 U.S. horticultural 
exports to countries other than Canada were up 9 percent to $879 million.

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UPDATE 


General Developments 


--The European Council has announced a change in the "green rate" for the 
all 


Greek drachma effective January 31, 1989, from 148.799 to 156.020 for 
fresh and processed fruits and vegetables. The green rate is. the official 
exchange rate used to convert European Currency Units into each member state’s 
currency for agricultural price support and subsidy programs. In the case of 
processed fruit and vegetables, such as canned fruit, tomato products, and 
raisins, the green rate adjustment increases, in drachma terms, the minimum 
price to growers and therefore lowers the net subsidy to processors. 


Citrus and Products 


--U.S. fresh grapefruit sales to France continue to expand. French imports of 
U.S. grapefruit during the 1987/88 marketing year totaled 79,000 metric tons, 
up 24 percent over a year earlier. In recent years, U.S. grapefruit has taken 
an increasing share of the French market. U.S. grapefruit accounted for 57 
percent of French imports in 1987/88, compared to 44 percent in 1986/87 and 40 
percent in 1985/86. The success of U.S. grapefruit in France largely reflects 
a consumer preference for colored grapefruit. Promotional efforts carried out 
by the Florida Department of Citrus which are supported by USDA funds under 
the Targeted Export Assistance (TEA) Program are credited with having a strong 
positive impact on French demand for U.S. grapefruit. The import duty charged 
agains U.S. grapefruit entering France during November-April was reduced from 
3 percent to 1.5 percent, effective January 1989. The duty reduction was part 
of the EC’s concession package granted in the September 1986 U.S.-EC Citrus 
Agreement.

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Fresh Non-Citrus 


--Canada finalized antidumping measures against fresh, whole, Red and Golden 
Delicious apples originating in or exported from the United States, February 
3, 1989. These actions establish a "normal value" of U.S.$11.87 per 42-pound 
carton for regular storage apples and $12.23 per 42-pound carton for 
controlled atmosphere apples. Imports of U.S. apples into Canada must be at 
or above these "normal values" or face an antidumping duty equal to the 
difference between the import price and the "normal value." These provisions 


remain in place until such time that a U.S. exporter is able to prove that it 
is no longer necessary. 


The anti-dumping petition was filed by Canadian apple growers on July 8, 1988. 
A preliminary determination of dumping was made on October 6, 1988 (see 
October Horticultural Products Review). A final determination of dumping was 
issued on December 22, 1988, by Revenue Canada. On February 3, 1988, the 
Canadian International Trade Tribunal published its finding that the dumping 
of U.S. Red and Golden Delicious apples, excluding apples imported in 
nonstandard containers for processing, has caused, is causing, and is likely 
to cause material injury to the production of like goods in Canada. 


In determining that dumping had occurred, Revenue Canada found that U.S. 
apples were not being sold in Canada below the price for like product sold in 
the United States, but that the apples were being sold below the cost of 
production and packing, both in the United States and in Canada. Revenue 
Canada determined the "normal value" of a 42-pound box based on the costs of 
$5.50 for growing/harvesting, and $5.49 for packing/marketing/storage for 
regular storage apples and $5.82 for controlled atmosphere apples plus an 8 
percent profit, or $0.88 for regular storage and $0.91 for controlled 
atmosphere apples. It was then found that 98.56 percent of the U.S. Delicious 
apples imported during the 1987/88 season were imported below these "normal 
values." 


--The French government provided $9.5 million in direct subsidies for the 
renovation of fruit orchards during 1986/87. This figure is equal to the 
amount paid the previous season and is up 17 percent over the subsidies 
provided in 1984/85. These payments are for fruit orchards only and do not 
include the subsidies provided to renovate tree nut orchards. The aid 
provided for the planting of fruit orchards via loans with preferential 
interest rates is also not included in these figures. The area subject to 
renovation grew to 4,923 hectares in 1986/87, over the 4,866 hectares covered 
in 1985/86 and the 4,600 hectares in 1984/85. As in previous seasons the bulk 
of the money was spent on apples (4/7 percent) and peaches (27 percent). 
Despite this continuous flow of government aid the Ministry of Agriculture 
reports that the area of fruit orchards in France is still declining (see 
February 1989 Horticultural Products Review). 
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--French imports of avocados during 1987/88 (October/September) fell 40 


percent to 50,500 tons from a record high of 83,800 tons the previous season. 
This decline was caused by a dramatic reduction in the Israeli avocado crop 
which suffered from severe drought conditions during the early flowering 
stages in 1987. In 1987/88, French purchases of Israeli avocados declined 78 
percent compared to 1986/87. The deficit in the Israeli avocado crop 
benefited Spain and, to a lesser extent, Mexico and Kenya. French imports of 
U.S. avocados are expected to increase significantly in 1988/89 because of yet 
another reduction in Israeli avocado production.

--Brazilian apple production reached an alltime high of 300,000 metric tons in 
1988, 


according to the U.S. Agricultural Counselor in Brasilia. Production 
for 1989 is forecast to be 10 to 15 percent higher. Insufficient cold storage 
continues to be one of the major impediments to the growth of the apple 
industry in Brazil. As Brazilian apple production increases, imports have 
declined, dropping to 123,811 tons in 1988. Imports, the majority of which 
come from Argentina, are expected to decline further in 1989. The export of 
2,500 tons of Brazilian apples to the Netherlands is planned for 1989. This 
represents the first major shipment of Brazilian apples to Europe. Foreign 
exchange earnings from the sale will be used to buy cold storage equipment. 





Other Processed Fruit 


--Canada__finalized antidumping measures against frozen sour (tart) cherries 
originating in or exported from the United States, on February 3, 1989. These 


actions establish a "normal value" of 47.5 U.S. cents per pound. Imports of 
U.S. cherries into Canada must be at or above these "normal values" or face an 
antidumping duty equal to the difference between the import price and the 
"normal value." This duty provision or minimum import price will be in place 
until a review, initiated by an exporter, determines that the minimum import 
price is no longer necessary. 


These actions are the result of a petition filed by Canadian cherry producers 
on June 21, 1988. A preliminary determination of dumping was made. on 
September 30, 1988 (see October Horticultural Products Review). A final 
determination of dumping was issued on December 16, 1988, by Revenue Canada. 
On January 30, 1989, the Canadian International Trade Tribunal published its 
finding that the dumping of U.S. frozen sour (tart) cherries has caused, is 
causing, and is likely to cause material injury to the production of like 
goods in Canada. 
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In determining that dumping had occurred, Revenue Canada, found that U.S. 
cherries were not being sold in Canada below the price for like product sold 
in the United States, but that the cherries were being sold below the cost of 
production and packing, both in the United States and in Canada. Revenue 
Canada determined the "normal value" of a pound of frozen sweet (tart) 
cherries in? Ss dollars, based on the costs of 25 cents for 
growing/harvesting, 20.5 cents for processing, and an 8-percent profit margin 
on costs of production, or 2 cents per pound. It was then found that 74.68 
percent of the U.S. frozen sweet (tart) cherries imported during the 1987/88 
season were imported below these "normal values." 


Vegetables 


--The Government of Mexico estimates that heavy frosts in the northwestern 
States of Sonora and Sinaloa have caused $35.4 million damage to vegetable and 
melon crops. These two states export most of their winter vegetables and 
melons to the United States. Both production and quality have been affected. 
According to trade sources, the frosts, which occured in late December and 
late January, were the worst in the past 20 years. Unseasonable precipitation 
in early February caused further problems. Sonora received the brunt of the 
frost damage. Crops affected include tomato, tomatillo, watermelon, other 
melons, green beans, bell and hot peppers, peas, squash, eggplant, and 
cucumbers. Trade sources in the United States and Mexico estimate that 
February shipments of the affected products into the United States are down 
15-30 percent from the same time period in 1988. 


Nursery Products 


--U.S. imports of fresh cut flowers in 1988 totaled 2.9 billion stems, up 3 
percent from the year earlier. During 1988, import value for cut flowers 


totaled $284 million, up 16 percent from 1987. Roses, carnations, and 
chrysanthemums are among the major flower varieties to register continuous 
import growth over the past several years. Combined, these three varieties 


accounted for 69 percent of the total import volume in 1988. Colombia, which 
supplied 74 percent of the U.S. rose imports and 95 percent of all carnation 
imports in 1988, is by far the leading supplier of cut flowers to the United 
States. Other significant suppliers of cut flowers to the United States are 
the Netherlands, Israel, Mexico, Costa Rica, and Ecuador. For further 
details, see the trade table in the statistical section of this report. 


Wine, Beer, and Hops 


--A revision in EC production subsidies for hops harvested in 1987 was 
announced in November 1988. The amount of aid granted to producers included 
330 ECU’s ($365) per hectare for aromatic varieties, SOOsEECUCS. ($420) per 
hectare for bitter varieties, and 370 ECU’s ($409) per hectare for other 
varieties. 
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--Spain’s 1988 wine vintage fell to 26 million hectoliters (hl), 40 percent 


below the preceding year. The reduction is attributed to a shortfall in fruit 
availability caused by unusually wet weather which led to widespread attacks 
of mildew. Since grape quality reportedly was affected in many areas, 
controls on wine making have been intensified this year. Wine consumption in 
Spain has been declining for more than a_ decade, although it may have 
registered a slight increase in 1987 when annual per capita consumption was 
estimated at 47 liters compared to 78 liters in 1985. 


In 1987, the Spanish wine industry received a total subsidy of 11.9 million 
pesetas ($100,000) for intervention distillations. The EC fixed a volume of 
10.61 million hectoliters for total compulsory distillation, including 
preventive distillation for the 1987/88 marketing year. Because of the severe 
drop in production this year, the industry has requested an exemption from 
compulsory distillation in Spain. 


The volume of Spanish exports of wine, including sparkling, still, and 
fortified wines, vermouths, sangria, musks, and stums amounted to 5 million 
hl in 1987, down 10.7 percent from 1986 and 25.4 percent below the 6.7 million 
hl record attained in 1985. Since Spain’s accession to the EC, the 
competitiveness of Spanish wines has_ been reduced by the removal of tax 
rebates along with imposition of regulatory limitations on exports. However, 
due to better quality wines in the composition of Spanish wine shipments, the 
value of Spanish exports has. continued to increase, reaching a record 63 
billion pesetas ($510 million) in 1987, up 5 percent from 1986. Although 
still at relatively low levels, wine imports into Spain reached 7.3 million 
liters in 1987, an increase of nearly 80 percent over the preceding year. 
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CHILEAN FRUIT AND VEGETABLE EXPORTS: GRAPES STILL NO. 1 


Chile is fast becoming the world’s major supplier of fresh fruit and 
vegetables during the Northern Hemisphere winter months. Not only is the 
quantity of horticultural products being produced and exported expanding 
dramatically but so is the variety. While the United States remains the 
No. 1 market, Chile also is diversifying the markets supplied. 


UsiS Imports 


The value of U.S. imports of horticultural products from Chile has risen from 
$39.2 million in 1979 to $323.9 million in 1988. Fresh fruits and vegetables 
dominate U.S. horticultural imports from Chile and have actually increased 
their share of total imports despite the growth of the processing industry in 
Chile. Two factors help to explain the rapid growth of fresh product trade 
relative to processed. First, the improvements in packing and shipping of 
fresh fruit and vegetables, especially stone fruit, have allowed a higher 
percentage of these highly perishable products to reach the lucrative U.S. 
fresh market. Secondly, whereas the United States is the major market for 
Chile’s fresh exports it is not for most processed products. 


U.S. HORTICULTURAL IMPORTS 
FROM CHILE 
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Table grapes account for approximately 60 percent of U.S. fresh fruit and 
vegetable imports from Chile. The percentage of grapes in total fresh fruit 
and vegetable imports has remained constant during the past 10 years even 
though the quantities of the other fruits and vegetables has grown 
tremendously. This constant position of importance for grapes in U.S. fresh 
fruit and vegetable imports is surprising given the reduced role of table 
grapes in Chile’s total horticultural production and exports. The declining 
role of grapes is not reflected in U.S. imports because the United States, 
which accounts for over 75 percent of Chile’s table grape exports, takes a 
much smaller percentage of Chile’s exports of apples, pears, and other rapidly 
growing export products. 


U.S. IMPORTS FROM CHILE 
FRESH FRUIT AND VEGETABLES 
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Apart from grapes, U.S. imports of deciduous fruit from Chile have experienced 
the most growth in the past 10 years, growing from 10,797 metric tons in 1978 
to 117,243 tons in 1988. Peaches and nectarines are the most important of 
these imports followed by apples, plums and pears as shown in the graph--of 
1988 deciduous fruit imports--given below. The peach and nectarine total is 
made up of approximately 75 percent nectarines. While the United States is 
the dominant market for most of these fruits, for apples and pears the United 
States is just one of many markets.

Chilean growers are diversifying into a variety of new horticultural products, 
the results of which can be seen in the growth in the variety of products 
imported by the United States. In the fresh fruit and vegetable area alone, 
the number of different products imported from Chile rose from 12 in 1978 to 
35 in 1987. Asparagus, lemons, berries (especially raspberries), kiwifruit, 
and avocados have demonstrated the largest growth of the new products. 

Lemons, avocados and onions are shipped most heavily to the United States in 
years when the U.S. supply is low and U.S. prices high. The growth in these 
and other fresh fruit and vegetable imports can be seen in the table on pages 
10 and 11. 


Kiwifruit production in Chile is just beginning to take off, fueled by 
extremely heavy plantings in the last 3 years. This movement into kiwis was 
spurred by rates of return to growers 4 to 5 times higher than those received 
by growers of other fruit. These extremely high returns occurred during 1985 
and 1986 when only a small quantity of kiwifruit was produced. As the level 
of production has increased, returns have declined, but the number of vines 
planted continues to grow. The planting of kiwi vines has occurred to such an 
extent that if things continue as they are, Chile will soon rival New Zealand 
as a source of Southern Hemisphere produced-kiwifruit. Chilean kiwifruit can 
reach Northern Hemisphere markets as early as the beginning of April, a month 
ahead of the New Zealand product. Marketing of Chilean fruit also will 
overlap with U.S.-produced kiwifruit which is marketed between November and 


May.

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Chilean Perspective 


What has led to the tremendous growth in U.S. imports of fruit from Chile? By 
analyzing the production and utilization patterns for the major deciduous 
fruits and grapes over the past 10 years an idea of what has been occurring in 
the Chilean fruit industry emerges. The complete production and utilization 
tables are given on pages 17 and 18, in the statistical section of this issue. 


U.S. imports of peaches and nectarines have continued to grow despite a 
leveling off of acreage and production. The percentage of production exported 
has increased dramatically while domestic consumption has remained stagnant. 
The processing of peaches and nectarines also has expanded as the culls from 
export grading cannot be sold on the saturated domestic market. Plum 
production on the other hand has been coming on strong as both acreage and 
production have tripled in the last 10 years. Again, the bulk of this 
increase is going to exports and processing (for dried prunes). 


APPLE ACREAGE IN CHILE 
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Apple production and acreage in Chile doubled between 1980 and 1988, while 
pear production has grown even faster, with planted acreage tripling during 
the same period. Pear acreage increased another 30 percent last year, which 
should result in an even faster rise in production in the near future. Pear 
acreage aS a percentage of apple acreage has increased from 20 percent in 1979 
to almost 50 percent, based on the estimates for 1988. 


PLUM PRODUCTION IN CHILE 
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Unlike the stone fruits and grapes, the United States is not Chile’s major 
market for apples and pears. Chile ships these two products to a growing 
number of markets around the world. Apple exports have traditionally focused 
on the EC, the Middle East, and to a lesser extent North and South America. 
During the past 10 years, however, there has been a relative decline in the 
importance of the EC while the Middle East has remained constant. Much of the 
decline in the Community’s role may be attributed to the voluntary restraint 
programs instituted by the EC for Southern Hemisphere producers. The result 
of this decline in the Community’s importance has been an increase in the 
percentage of apples shipped to the United States, from 6 percent in 1978 to 
11 percent in 1987. There also has been a diversification in the countries 
receiving apples from Chile as can be seen in the growth from 6 percent to 15 
percent of the "other" category in the following table. 


The growth of pear exports from Chile has focused on the United States, more 
so than expansion into new markets. The percentage of total pear exports 
going to the United States has increased from 15 percent to 28 percent, while 
the "other" category has remained constant at 8 percent.

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ALGERIAN TOMATO PRODUCTS IMPORT MARKET 


Algerians are major consumers of tomato paste and related products. Although 
in 1987/88 Algeria reportedly produced 240,000 tons of tomatoes for processing 
and 30,000 tons of fresh market tomatoes, the country needed to import about 
50,000 tons of tomato paste in order to meet consumption requirements. In 
general, Algeria imports tomato products from the EC (France, Italy, and 
Spain), and other countries such as Tunisia and Turkey. The country’s 
processing capacity is estimated at 61,000 tons of tomato paste during the 
harvest season. Algeria is in the market for 15,000 tons of tomato 
concentrates for immediate delivery. The present situation provides an 
opportunity for the U.S. industry to market tomato paste in Algeria. 


Production: Production of processing tomatoes in Algeria satisfies about 50 
percent of the country’s total demand. Factors limiting production and 
distribution of tomato products include: 1) a lack of irrigation for intensive 
summer growing of tomatoes, 2) a lack of canning facilities to accommodate 
increased production, 3) a poor distribution system, and 4) government 
restrictions on imports of tomato concentrates due to shortages of foreign 
exchange reserves and a lack of financing for imports. 


Marketing Tomato Products: In Algeria, all tomato products are distributed to 
individuals and private entities through state-run agencies. The country has 
two government-owned and operated agencies: ENAPAL and ENAJUC which have a 
monopoly on the production and import of tomato products. Algeria has no 
private entity importing tomato products. 


ENAJUC is a processor of triple concentrated (38-40% TSS) tomato products. 
It manufactures and imports this highly concentrated tomato product which is 
diluted to make puree and paste. These products are then distributed by 
ENAPAL to local merchants. In addition, ENAPAL imports tomato paste (28% TSS) 
in cans for distribution directly to local merchants and state stores. ENAPAL 
and ENAJUC operate independently of each other. There is little coordination 
of tenders or joint negotiations. Negotiations with both importers are likely 
to be long discussions of the most minute details. Interested U.S. exporters 
should be prepared to make an initial introductory visit. 


Method of Procurement and Payment Terms: Algeria usually issues tenders every 


six months. The next tender for triple concentrate (38% TSS) will be held in 


April, 1989. Algerian law prohibits importers from trading with 
intermediaries. All suppliers must complete and sign a form certifying that 
they are producers of tomato products and not agents. In the past all 


contracts have required inter-ministerial committee approval. New laws giving 
autonomy to state entities should make signing contracts easier. 
Nevertheless, an exporter should expect at least 60 days between negotiations 
and final contract approval. Contracts can be negotiated for both F.0.B. and 
C&F price offers. Supplier credit must be available for the U.S. suppliers to 
compete in the Algerian tomato paste import market. Usually a_ performance 
bond of 5-15 percent is required. There is some flexibility in this regard 
and the bond should be negotiated before signing. 
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Personal negotiations are the custom in Algeria. After submitting offers via 
telex, the companies offering the best price and finance package are asked to 
appear in Algeria for final negotiations. Previous prices offered will mean 
very little when negotiations begin. Negotiations can be time consuming and 
will go on between competing suppliers and Algerian buyers until the Algerian 
negotiators feel they have the best possible price.
